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PROPOSED DECISTION

Claimant, H, GEORGE WILDE, who owned a stock interest in the Cis. Cubana
srimadera, S.A., asserts a claim under Title V of the International Claims
cevtlement Act of 1949, as amended, against the Government of Cuba because of

its nationalization of said Company.
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Tn our decision entitled the Claim of Martha P. Balme (Claim No. CU=314&2

which we incorporate herein by reference), we held that the properties owned
by the Company were nationalized or otherwise taken by the Government o Cubz
or August 7, 1960, and that this type of claim is compensable to an Amevicaa
national under the facts and conditions set forth therein. We need not again
detail here the reasons or the method used in determining the value per
preferred share as $92.1936, leaving no value to the common stock.

On the basis of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Commig~-
:ion finds that this claimant comes within the terms of the Eélgg_decision;
that he was an American national at the requisite times; that he has been iheo
owner of 1,990 shares of preferred stock in the Cia. Cubana Primadera, S.A.
since prior to August 7, 1960; and that he suffered a loss in the amount of
8183,465.26 within the meaning of Title V of the Act.

Inasmuch as the ¢ommon stock of Cubana Primadera, S.A., had no value
cn the date of loss, the portion of the claim bassd upon common steck must

be and ls hereby dsnied,



The Commission has decided that in certification of losses on claims

determined pursuant to Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of

1949, as amended, interest should be included at the rate of 6% per annum from:

the date of loss to the date of settlement (see Claim of Lisle Corporation,

Claim No. CU=-0644), and in the instant case it is so ordered,

CERTIFICATION OF LOSS

The Commission certifies that H, GEORGE WILDE suffered a loss, as a

result of actions of the Government of Cuba, within the scope of Title V of

the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, in the amount of

One Hundred Eightymthfee Thousand Four Hundred Sixty-five Dollars and Twenty-
six Cents ($183,465,.26) with interest at 6% per annum from August 7, 1960 to

the date of settlement.
